I 
think, of much benefit to her. 


"I would, of cournc, recommend the 


practice only to such as were in no dan- 
ger of becoming addicted to the more ex- 
tended use of cigarettes. It would all 
depend upon how and where it was done. 
Were a woman to u»e a cigarette with 
the same feeling as she.uses other medi- 
cine it would all be well. Otherwise it 
would be distasteful. 


"A woman smoking in public or for 


bravado merely I would r.ot sanction at 


all. 
\Vith men and women alike, tobac- 


co1, like any other sedative, can, when 
used to ezcess, become a violent poison.

AFTER DIVORCE LAW REFORM 


State -of Wa»hiniton to Prevent Cana- 


dian Subjects Obtaining Marital Free- 


dom Witbin Borders of Commonwealth 


SPOKANE, Wash., Oct. 29.—When the 


legislature of Washington is called to- 
gether next January, its members will 
bu asked to pasu a law that only citizens 
oi the United Statts may apply for di- 
vorce in this state. This provision is to 
prevent people from British 
Columbia 


making this state a clearing house "for 
divorces. There will also be a provision 
that persons cannot petition for divorce 
in less than one year after marriage. 
At the preient time many residents of 
British Columbia and subjects of King 
Edward come to Washington and rent a 
room, establishing only nominally a 
year's residence, and procure 
decrees. 


The new law will require all summonses 
tc include the state, city and street ad- 
dress of the defendant, where known and 
outside the jurisdiction of the court, and 
will make "the giving of a flctiticious or 
wrong address a misdemeanor, punisha- 
ble by a fine ranging from $100 to |6,- 
000, or imprisonment or both.

John Kcilly, one of the pioneers of 


Racine, and a former prominent Demo- 
cratic politician and manufacturer, died 
at Wa»hmgton, D. C., on Sunday last, 
aged 84 years. 


Few men wore better known in the 


early days of the Belle City than John 
Reilly. He came to the city away back 
in the early forties and at once became 
an active and progressive citizen and was 


I an unrelenting Democrat. 


He became the partner of the late 


Thomas Falvey, manufacturer of reap- 
ers and other farm, machinery and the 
firm name was Falvoy and Reiliy. 
At 


one time it was the largest and most 
prosperous inBiitntioq t: the city and 
employed sereral hundred men. 


Getting into politics he was elected 


alderman of the Sixth ward as a Demo- 
crat and the late Dr. L. C. Lukes was 
elected as a Republican. The differences 
of politics between the two brought up 
many actively dispute and debate. One 
of the most Interesting questions was 
the naming of streets. 


Tilt Orer Street Names.' 


Dr. Lukes wanted a street running 


north and south named Douglas or Lin- 
coln avenue and Mr. Reilly fought for 
Washington avenue. 
He won out and 


from that day to this the street has 
been known aa Washington avenue and 
so Mr. Reilly is the father of that thor- 
oughfare. 


Old time politicians tell of many a 


red-hot campaign fought at the polls, 
with Mr, Reilly struggling for the De- 
mocracy and Dr. Lukes and others for 
Republicanism. 


Many years ago he left Raci»e and 


hafl resided at Washington where he was 
chief engineer of the bureau of engrav- 
ing when he died. Former Judge Reilly 
of Detroit, Mich., now a capitalist, is 
a son; former Chief of Police Frank 
ReiUy of Racine, was also a son; Will 
and Harry Reilly, two other sons are 
in Mexico; George Rcilly a former engi- 
neer of the C. and N. W. R. R., was a 
son. The only daughter was Mrs. Nel- 
lie Rapps, wife of George Rappn, and it 
vraa at her home in Washington that he 
died.

est flat at 277 West Seventh street, St. 
Paul, resides the man who wa* the very 
first to enlist in the great war for the 
preservation of the Union—Josias Red- 
gate King. 


It seems fitting that the man who has 


this proud dUtinction should also have 
such a magnificent war record as belongs 
to Mr. King, For nearly ten years he 
was in the army, advancing step by step, 
through bravery and ability until he be- 
came commander of the third sub-dis- 
trict of the Upper Arkansas, comprising 
Forts Zara, timed, Wynkoo/ and Fort 
Lyon, in western Kansan, wilh eight reg- 
iments of cavalry and hi* own regiment 
of infantry, all stationed at Fort Lara- 
ed, the headquarters of the sub-district. 
It wan his wife's declining health that 
caused him to neoure an honorable dis- 
charge, and return to St. Paul, where he 
originally enlisted. • 


Colonel King is still a soldier. (Though 


in his 77th year, he is of commanding 
appearance. Over 6 feet in height, he is 
as straight as a pine. Though his hair 
is thin, it is not yet tinged with gray. 
His eye is bright, his vigor unimpaired, 
»nd his mind is remarkably active. He 
has both the appearance and activity .of 
a man of 50. Though' retired from busi- 
ness life, he is not one to t*ke his ease. 
Naturally gifted along artirtic lines, dur- 
ing the past year b« ha» taken up oil 
painting. In a well-lighted studio he 
has a well advanced painting of. the his- 
toric First Minncnota, just as it received 
its memorable order at 
Gettysburg— 


"Charge those lines." And how, without 
a faltering step, the regiment charged 
and checked a. whole army, is a story 
that will ever live. The painting is ten 
and one-half feet long, and five-feet wide. 
The detail of the work is something enor- 
mous. Every man of the brave First is 
depicted. 


"I hope this is a painting that will 


live." said Col. King, "for I know it to 
be historically correct." . 


War Fever Rising. 


In 1881, shortly before the shots on 


Fort 
Sumter echoed throughout 
the 


country, St. Paul was wild with excite- 
ment over the approaching crisis. War 
was the talk on every hand. The "P. 
G's" met in their armory every night to 
discuss the situation. 


Burly in April, 1861, Governor Alex- 


ander Ram«ey, Minnesota's "war govern- 
or," woe in Washington. And when the 
telegram was received announcing that 
the Confederate batteries had opened 
fire on Ft. Sumter, he hastened to the 
war deportment and found that Secre- 
tary Ca.rne.ron was just about to visit 
the president. He requested the secre- 
tary to give his compliments to the pree- 
jdant and say to him that "I tender him 
one thousand men from Minnesota." Sec- 
retary Cameron replied, "I will do it, but 
you had better make this tender in writ- 
ing," which Gov. Rami«y did later. But 
before Mr. Cameron returned with the 
•word that the proffer of a thousand men 
w»« accepted, Governor Ramsey went to 
a telegraph office nnd wired Ignatius 
Donnelly, then lieutenant governor of 
Minnesota, inatructionfl to begin recruit 
ing at once. Thia ra«««agc wan received 
in St. Paul at 10 a. ra., April 15th, 1681. 
Lieutenant Governor Donnelly at once 
consulted with Captain A. T. Charoblin 
of the, ''P. G'u," The two arranged for 
A meeting that evening in the armory, a 
large hall, some 90x80 feet, on the third 
floor of o. stone building on East Third 
street, betwocn Cediu- and Minnesota, 
The call c*u»ed the excitement to reaoh 
the fever point. C*pt. Chamblin called 
the mooting to order, and briefly explain- 
ed its object, which was to learn what 
action the Pionwr Guards were going to 
take, and stated thftt he would like to 
hear from thorn on this subject. 


Volunteer in Body. 


Theodore Borup was the first to re- 


spond. He stated th»t the 
Pioneer 


Guards would go in a body—there was 
no question about that,—"but, Mr. Chair- 
man, if wo should be called upon sud- 
denly, I could not arrange my business 
affairs, to start with the company." Sev- 
eral other members of the company made 
similar ' statements. Finally Mr. Van 
Slycke, who still resides in St. Paul, and 
who was the first lieutenant of the com- 
pany, made n. motion that the secretary 
procure n. book for the enrolling of the

EXPERT SAYS BURBANK 


SIGNATURE WAS FORGED 


Dr: Hamilton After Month's Study De- 


clares That Millionaire Did Not Sign 
$1,000,000 Will in Which Nephew is 
Bequeathed Fortune. 


NEW YORK,- Oct. 27.—Declaring the 


signature in a will disposing of about 
$1,000,000 a forgery, the .will being that 
of Ambrose Burbank who died in 19041 
Dr, Albert H. Hamilton of Auburn, N. 
Y,, a handwriting expert, created a sen- 
sation in the suit against Caleb H. Bur- 
bank, a'nephew of the testator during 
the trial in the United''States circuit 
court here yesterday. The. nephew -ifl 
executor of the estate and. was named 
residuary legatee in accordance to re- 
ceiving a direct bequest of $600,000. Hi» 
counsel after eliciting a statement that 
Ambrose Burbank had been in the habit 
of using both hands in writing, present- 
ed the will to the witness and-asked 
with which hand the signature on it had 
been written. 


'With neither of Mr. Burbank's," was 


his reply. "That signature is a forg- 
ery." 


Dr. Hamilton said it had taken a 


month' of hard study for him to arrive 
at his conclusions concerning the charac- 
teristics of >lr. Burbank's writing.
